R.A.F. Ship Attack Greatest Yet 


‘Black Phantom’ Raiders Strike Terror In Nazis 


7 Vessels.

LONDON, Oct. 30.—(CP) , 
-—tThe air ministry said today 
the R.A.F. carried out ‘the 
most devastating shipping at- 
tack ever made by a single 
Squadron” 
planes blasted Aalesund har- 
bor in Norway last night, 
sinking or damaging seven 
ships. 

The results of the low level at- 
tack on one of the most import- 
ant bases from which the Ger- 
mans supply the Northern Rus- 
sian front was listed by the air 
ministry as: 

“Four supply ships sunk or left 
sinking, one ship left in flames, the 
superstructure and upper deck of 
a sixth ship blown into the air and 
an escort vessel of the corvette 
type severely damaged by bombs 

An eighth Axis ship—a supply 
vessel—was reported hit off Stad- 
landet, a peninsula south of 
Aalesund. 

Other planes bombed a fish 0il 
factory and docks at Bergen, Nor- 
way, the communique said. Brit- 
ons say the Germans are using fish 
war industries.

VEN if Hitler's armies 

should sweep past Rostov 

and through the Crimean 
peninsula to take the Cauca- 
sian oil fields, the question 
arises of how much benefit he 
would get out of it. 

The answer is, probably little, 
for at least a year to come. The 
oil which Hitler needs increasing- 
ly for his mechanized army must 
come from elsewhere, chiefly Ru- 


mania and from the synthetic 
production of Germany and the 
occupied countries. 

These sources are not sufficient 


to keep pace with Germany's war- 
time consumption; not half enough, 
it is estimated, Unless new sources 
are obtained, it is only a question 
of time until Hitler's reserves are

Two NEW CONTROLS have now 
become essential in Canada’s wartime 
design for living. These are: 


(1) Control of Prices 


Commencing November 17, 1941, there 
may be no increase in the prices of goods 
oad services generally unless absolutely 
necessary and authorized by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. 


(2) Control of Wages 


No employer, with certain limited excep 
tions, may increase the basic wage rates 
paid to his employees unless authorized by 
a Board on which the Government, em- 
ployers and employees are represented. But 
after February 15, 1942, every employer, 
with the same exceptions, will be obliged 
to pay a cost of living bonus and to adjust 
this bonus every three months. 


Action Necessary to Stop Inflation 


This Government action has heen taken to 
prevent the inflation we knew in the last war, 
and its subsequent depression, unemploymeat 
and suffering. 

Every housewife knows that prices are rising, 
and rising prices, unless controlled, will make 
it more costly and difficult to finance the war. 
Rising prices, unchecked, will spread confusion 
in (naaetee and trade; will hinder production 
and proper distribution of supplies; will make 
the cost of living rise more rapidly than wages 
and salaries; will lessen the value of savings; 
will result in hardship for almost everyone, and 
especially those with small incomes. And the 
result of uncontrolled inflation, after the war, 
when prices drop, will again be depression and 
unemployment. Prices cannot be controlled 
without control of wages. Excess profits are, 
and will continue to be, under rigid control. 


Coverage of Wages Stabilization Order 
The Order is applicable to the following 
employers: 
1—Fvery employer normally subject 

Industria! Disputes Investigation Act. 
2—Every employer engaged in the manufacture 

of munitions of war, or war supplies, or the 

construction of defence projects.

3—Every building trades employer with ten ar 
more employees. 

4—Every other private employer with fifty e¢ 
more employees. 

The Order does not apply to employers in 
agriculture or fishing, or to hospitals, religious, 
charitable or educational associations operated

Wage Provisions 


Except on written permission of the National 
War Labour Board, n0 employer may increase 
his basic wage rates. This permission can only 
be given in cases where the Board has found 
the wage rates to he low. Wage rates which are 
unduly high will not have to be decreased, 
but in such cases the Board may order the 
employer to defer the cost of living bonus. 


Cost of Living Bonus 


Every employer covered by the Order must pay 
to all his employees except those above the rank 
of foreman a wartime cost of living bonus. 

Effective November 15, each employer already 
paying a bonus under PC 7440 ot Daten bee 16, 
1940, shall add to such bonus an amount based 
on the rise in the cost of living index for 
October, 1941, above the index number used to 
determine the current amount of the bonus. 

Effective February 15, 1942, each employer 
who has not been paying a cost of living bonus 
must begin to pay a bonus based on the rise int 
index between October, 1941, and January, 1942, 
unless ordered by the Board to base the bonus 
on the rise in the cost of living over a longer 
period, 

The bonus is calculated on the following basis: 
For cach rise of one point in the cost of living 
the amount of the bonus shall be 25 cents per 
week, except for male workers under 21 years 
of age and female workers, who, if employed at 
basic rates of less than $25.00 per week, shall 
receive a bonus of 1 percent of their basic wage 
rates. 

These bonases will be adjusted regularly 
every three months. 


Administration 


The Order will be administered by five regional 
Boards under the direction of a National War 
Labour Board. Labour and employers will be 
represented on each of these Boards. Watch for 
the announcement of these Boards to which 
inquiries concerning the application of the 
Order should be directed.

The Nova Scotia Elections

The general elections in Nova Scotia 
leave the composition of the legislature 
not greatly changed. At dissolution the 
house included 22 Liberals, five Con- 
servatives and one C.C.F. member, The 
new assembly will count 23 Liberals, 
four Conservatives and three C.C.F. 
members. At the general 
four years ago 25 Liberals and five 
Conservatives were returned. Over 
this period the Liberals have lost two 
seats and the Conservatives one, to the 
C.C.F. It is seldom that so little dif- 
ference in party standing results from 
elections four years apart. ; 

Obviously the voters generally are 
satisfied with the record and the poli- 
cies of the MacMillan Government, 
which was the Macdonald Government 
until the then premier went to Ottawa 
as minister of naval affairs.

Discussing the price-wage control 
system, the federal Minister of Labor 
said the purpose is that wage-earners 
shall enjoy “real, and not merely 
nominal or imaginary wages.” The aim 
is to establish a fixed relation between 
the dollar a man gets as wages and the 
amount of goods or services the dollar 
will buy. Dollar wages are nominal; 
real wages are what the dollar wages 
will pay for at the counter.

nothing has so far indicated any feeling on 
the part of the Russians that they are 
defeated or should relinquish the struggle. 

The stubborn and heroic resistance of 
the Red Army has compelled Hitler to 
expend an appalling amount of war ma- 
terial as well as manpower which means a 
corresponding amelioration of the mili- 
tary position of Great Britain, at least 
during the period required to rehabilitate 
the German war machine 

We have no detailed information con- 
cerning the extent of Russian losses, but 
it is obvious that they must be at least as 
great as those of Germany 

When a nation is fighting either for its 
very existence or for a stake as great as 
world domination, no expenditure of life 
and material is too great, provided the 
objective is achieved. 

The fact remains, however, that Ruse 
sia’s losses are more serious for Russia 
than Germany's losses are for Germany, 
For whereas Russia has lost many of the 
plants in which her war materials cus- 
tomarily are produced, Germany retains 
most of her productive capacity, 

She can her losses. Russia's 
replacement is seriously handicapped.

It is reasonable to believe that the 
Soviets have been working desperately to 
transplant their productive plants into 
safer and more protected areas far behind 
their lines, Whether or not they have been 
able to promote a sufficient migration of 
skilled workers to operate those plants 
and till their narrowed fields is something 
no one knows

We must remember that the section of 
Russia overrun by Hitler is by far the 
most populous section. The area behind 
the Russian line, Siberia, for instance, is 
very thinly populated 

These are the factors that will deter- 
mine the extent of Russian resistance,

of sensational newspapers.

jto understand language, we ought 


to adopt practices and be consistent 
n using them. We dare not muddle 
up the littl child by using all the 


| various terms which may be applic- 


able to a given situation, we should 
use the same term each time

ing the eyes in preparation for 
sleep ought to be initiated for the 
baby by the pleasant suggestion 
“Go to sleep, baby darling.” Then, 


| the ugh we close the door, we have

left baby with the feeling that go- 
ing to sleep means drifting off into 
comfortable slumber. When we find 
him wakeful we can close the door 
with, “Go to sleep,” and he knows 
are not punishing him but 
merely suggesting slumber 
These simple words will make 
a far greatcr impression upon 
him than # we let our fancy 
roam and deluge him with an 
avalanche of suggestions to, 
“close his little peepers,” or “go 
sleepy-bye” as the mood im- | 
pells us. How then can the poor 
baby know what we want him to 
do? We're talking to ourselves, 
not to him. | 
While the baby is learning to eat, | 
we ought to make use of some 
terms which at their sound will put 
into action the behavior for which 
we are striving. “Lift your spoon, 
Open your mouth, chew, swallow,” 
these can be made meaningful to 
the child if they accompany the 
activities which they describe 
When the child goes out to play 
we ought to use some familiar 
warnings which shal] implant the 
right ideas in the child's mind 
“Stay in the yard,” “Play on the 
sidewalk,” can't be misunderstood. 
But if we keep yelling, “Dont go 


across the street,” “Don't leave the 
yard,” the “cross the street, leave 
the yard" admonitions make the 


definite suggestions very little re- 
strained by that weak word, “don't.’ 

Almost any foreign-born per- 
son can pick up what we try to 
say to him if we use the same 
words repeatedly, The baby is 
just learning our langage, too, 
and we don't want to confuse him 
by the use of so many different 
words for the same act that he 
never knows what jt is all about. 

When he has mastered a few 
words, then we can add new ones | 
and build up a vocabulary.
